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(54) Methods of fracturing subterranean formations 



(57) The improved recovery of hydrocarbons from 
subterranean formations by hydraulically fracturing a 
subterranean formation is accomplished. Fracturing flu- 
ids using a viscoelastic surfactant fluid containing worm- 
like micelles are useful to improve recovery of hydrocar- 
bons and limit the loss of fracturing fluid into the forma- 
tion fracture face. The invention further relates to novel 
fracturing methods useful for increasing hydrocarbon 



production, limiting connate water production, resisting 
fracturing fluid loss into the subterranean formation, and 
reducing the equipment requirements in mixing and 
pumping fracturing fluid. The action of micelles of sur- 
factant in aqueous zones of the subterranean formation 
facilitates the flowback of increased amounts of hydro- 
carbons once a fractured well is placed back on produc- 
tion. 
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
